Jailed Father Of 7 Goes
Berserk: Brains Himself

Going berserk after being
jailed on.an intoxication charge,
a Torrance father of seven chil-
dren brained himself last week
by butting his head against the
wall of his jell cell in L.ong
Beach. b

Police said.that Henry L. Me-
dina, 37, of 362 213th street,
killed himself by twice butting
his head against the corner of a
cell wall, He died about five
hours later in Seaside Hospital

after surgeons closed a deep cut
in his head, three inches wide
and six inches long.
Drinking Bout

Medina’s wife, Conch a, said
that she had had a friend take
her husband to the Long Beach
city jail to “seober up” after a
three-week drinking bout. She
said that he had been drink-
ing whiskey for about three
weeks and had been depressed.

Medina was sentenced to $25
or five days in jail. - Police said
that the man was placed in
solitary confinement after he
had cemplained violently that
other prisoners were giving him
trouble.

Found Bleeding

Officer C. K. Butler said he
checked the cell and locked it
again when Medina attempted
to force his way out, About 15
minutes later, a trustee called
the jailers, saying that Medina
was bleeding.

The prisoner fought the
jailers screaming “Don’t come
near me!,” police were told.
Officers said that Medina had
to be kept in restraining
straps because of his berserk
condition,

A physician was called and
Medina was removed to Seaside
Hospital where he was given
blood transfusions and intra-
venous injections for shock. He
was pronounced dead shortly
afterwards, police said.

103rd St., in Los Angeles and a
Funeral Mass was said Saturday
morning at St. Lawrence
Church in Los Angeles. Inter-
ment will be held at-Calvary
Cemetery.
